The statute establishes a maxi- 
mum wage of: $5,500, with the 
first year’s pay set at $4,885. The 
second year would be paid at a 
rate of $5,090, with the maximum 
reached in the third year, 

In comparison, the present 
maximum pay for police officers 
is $4,510 — just less than $1,000 


under the wage set by the re 
cently signed law, 
The town’s salary schedule 


establishes a starting patrolman’s 
pay at $4,060, followed by annual 
increments that take the officer 
to $4,210, $4,360 and then to the 
maximum, 

The statute, passed by both 
branches of the Legislature and 
recently signed by the governor, 


must be accepted by a vote of 
town meeting before it becomes 
effective.

Please Do Not Disturb 


That old wheeze about letting sleeping dogs lie is going 


to be old hat from now on. The modern version will suggest 
that court clerks not be disturbed from their sleep. 

As of Tuesday, new rates for the obtaining of bail be- 
tween the hours of midnight and 6 a.m. became effective. 
These are the little encomiums given to those with the 
power to accept bail, such as court clerks, their assist- 
ants and masters in chancery. It costs money to get sprung 
once lodged in the bastille. 

Under the new rates now effective, the bailer may col- 
lect $7 for the first charge and $5 for each additional 
count. In fact the new rates appear so attractive that 
those eligible for such rewards will probably be sitting up 
all night beside the telephone. They never had it so good, 
‘Even doctors don’t make any more. 

Let’s see how this could work out. A cop takes off after 
a driver who went highballing through a red light at a 
fast clip. When the officer hauls him to a stop he detects 
the aftermath of a dry martini and its off to the hoosgow. 
Since the sleeping accommodations are not too homelike, 
the defendant wants to get away from it all. 

When the bail commissioner arrives he’ll probably find 
the fellow is charged with drunkeness, operating under the 
influence, operating to endanger, going through a red light 
and speeding, to name just a few. That’s five charges. At 
the new bargain rates, it will be $7 for one count and $5 
for each of the others, or a mere matter of $27. And the 
defendant will probably have spent most of the night in 
the brig before the bail commissioner gets there. 

If a fellow fell down the stairs and got a bump on his 
head and a cut on his elbow, he’d be sort of surprised if 
the doctor told him it would be $7 for the head job and 
another fin for the arm repair. 

How much more difficult can it be for a bail commis- 
sioner to get out of bed to spring a fellow with one charge 
than one with the book thrown at him?
